No . 1 ( 88 ) - Tex2 /49 . - In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the 
Essential Supplies ( Tempornry Powers ) Act , 1946 , (XXIV of 1946 ) , the Central 
Goverument is hereby pleased to make the following Order , namely : - - 

1 . (a ) This Order may be called the Cotton Control Order , 1940 . 

(b ) It extends to all the Provinces of India and all the Indian States 
which ale administered as a Province or as forming part of a Province. 

( C) It shall come into force at once . 
2. In this Order 

(a ) “ Indian cotton " uneans cotton grown at any place in India ; 
( b ) " foreign cotton " means cotton grown in any country outside India ; 
( c) cotton " means 

(i) ginned cotton ; and 
( ii ) ginned and pressed cotton ; and iueludes both Indian and foreign 

cotton ; 
( d ) " contract " means contiact inade or to be performed in whole or in 

part in ludir relating to the sale or purchase of cotton ; 
( e ) " fa ward oontract " means a coutract for the delivory of octton at 

somo future date ; 
( f) " optiou 11 votion " means un agreeincnt made or to be performod 

in whole or in part in India for the purchase or sale of 1 right 
to buy or a righị to sell or il right to buy or sell cotton in future 

and includes a teji , a nad li or a teji-mandi iv cotton ; 
( 8 ) " licensing authority means an officer appoinled in this behalf by 

a Provincial Government ; 
(h ) " manufacturer " means a manufacturer of yarn ; 
(i) " Carrier includes a railwny administration or any other person 

engaged in the business of transporting prope ty from place to 

place by Innd , uir , sea or inland navigation ; 
(1 ) The expression " Textile ( ommissioner " slınll have the same meaning 

as it has in the Cotton Textiles (Control ) Order , 1948 . 
S . ( 1) The Textile Commissioner may fix the maximum and the unimum 
pricos al which any cotton or kupas or cottoi seed may be sold or purchased . 
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( 2 ) Where the maximum and minimum prices have been fixed as aforesaid 
in iespect of any cotton or kapas or cotton seed no person shall sell or offer 
to sell or purchase or offer to purchase any such cotton or kapas or cotton Aded 
at a price exceeding the maximum or lower than the minimum price so fixed . 
4 . Subject to clause 6 of thig Order no person shall enter into 

(@ ) any contract ; or 

(b ) any option in cotton . 
5 . All contracts and options in cotton entered into or made after the 
commencement of this Order in contravention of clause 4 shall be void . 

6 . The Textile Commissioner may by general order and subject to such 
restrictions and conditions as he may prescribe excludo from the operation of 
olause 4 any class or description of contracts. 

7 . (1 ) The Textile Commissioner may specify the maximum quantities of 
ang cottori woich any manufactu . er may at any time have in his possession . 

(2 ) No manufacturer shall at any time bave in his possession & quantity 
of the cotton exceeding the maximum quantity specified as aforesaid in respect 
thereof. 

8 . Without prejudice to any order made under sub -clause ( 1 ) of clause 7, 
where , at any time, in the opinigu of the Textile Commissioner , any manufacturer 
has in hin 1086ession a quantity of cotton in excess of the quantity which would 
reasonably be required by him for manufacturing yarn in the next six ruonths , 
it shall be open to the Textile Commissioner , to the extent of such excolo , to 
direct such manufacturer to sell such quantity of such cotton at suoh price and 
on such conditions as may be specified , and no manufacturer shall refuse to 
comply with such direotion . 

0. No person other than a manufacturer shall after 80 days from the date 
of this Order purchase , sell store or carry on business in cotton or shall hold 
cotton in hypothecation or against pledge except under and in accordance with 
the conditions of a licence in Form " A " annexed hereto . 

10 . Any person deşiring a licence shall make an application to the Lioonging 
Authority of his Province in Form " B " annexed hereto . 

11. Every licence granted under this Order shall be valid for the period 
specified in the lioenoe but may be renewed from time to time for a period of 
olie year. The fee charged for the grant or renewal of a licence shall bex 
Rs . 20 . 

12 . If a licence granted under th s Order is lost or destroyed the Licensing 
Autho ity inay after making such enquiry as he deons necesgary issue a duplicate 
licence on payment o * a fee of Rs. 5 . 

19 . ( 1) No person being the holder of & lioence issued under this Order 
shall contravene any of the conditions mentioned in the licence and if any 
burh person contravencs any of the said conditions than without prejudice to 
any other uction that may be taken against him his licence may be cancelled 
by tho Licensing Authority. 

( 2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub -clause ( 1) the Licensing 
Authority may without previous notice or without abbigning any reasons suspend 
or cancel a licence issued under this Order and such cancellation or suspension 
shall not entitle the licensee to any compensation of the refund of any fees 
paid in respect of any such licence . 
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14 . The Textile Commissioner may with a view to securing a proper distri 
bution of cotton or with a view to securing compliance with this Order direct 
any person hoking stocks of cottou or any clues of such pe Bonn ,-- 
( A ) to sell to such person or persons buch quantities of such description 

of cotton as the Textile Commissioner may specify . 
(b ) not to sell or deliver cotion of a specified description except to such 

person or persons and subject to such conditions as the Textile 
Commissioner may specify ; and muy issue such further instructions 
as he thinks fit regarding the manne, in which the direction is to 

be carried out. 
15 . Tlie Textile Commissioner may appoint any person or persons to advise 
hiin for the purpose of fixing the exact value of the cotton directed to be sold 
under any of the provisions of this Order in regard to any case or classes of 
CABA 
16 The Textile Commissioner may make jules 
( 12 ) prescribing the form of application for manufacturers who desire 

assistance from the Textile Commissioner for the purpose of 

obtaining supplies of cotton , 
(b ) regarding the payment of the price and survey and other expenses 

including the deposit of any amount as earnest money in respect 

of such assistance ; and 
( c) gene, ally , as regards the procedure to be followed in giving effect 

to such applications. 
17 . The Textile Commissioner may prohibit the transport of cotton from any 
place within such area to any place outside that area by rail , road cr water 
except under such conditions , limitations and restrictions as may be 50 specified 

18 . The Textile Commissioner may by order in writing direct any ca rier to 
close the looking and transport of any cotton by rail , road or water betweun 
such places and for such period as may be specified in the order and such 
currier shall comply with the orde :. 

19 . The Textile Commissioner may with a view to securing the compliance 
with this Order (a ) regu re li ilison to give any infornation in his possession 
with respect to any business carried on by that or any other person) ; (b ) inspect 
or cause to be inspected any books o other documents belonging to or under 
the control oi any person ; (c ) enter and search or authorise any person to enter 
und search any premises and seize or authorise any person to seize any article 
in rospect of which he has J EASON to believe a contravention of this Order has 
been committed and any other article in the premises wbich he has reason to 
believe has been or is intended to be used in connection with such contravention . 

20 . ( 1 ) Every manufacturer shall submit to the Textile Commissioner by 
the 12th Octobei 1949 and thereafter by the 12th of every succeeding month a 
retu in in the Form " Đ ” hereto annexed giving all the particulars therein . 

( 2 ) Every manufacturer shall submit to the Textile Commissioner, for the 
first fortnight of October 1949 and for every fortnight thereafter, # return in 
th , Form " E " hereto annexed giving all the particula s therein . Tlie return 
should rouch the Textile Commissioner not later than 7 days after the complo 
tion of the fortnight . 

21. The Textile Commissioner by a general or special order in writing and 
with the previous sanction of the Central Government authorise any othoer to 
pxe, uise on his behalf all or any of his funotions and powers under this Order .

NO. 1(33 )- Tex 2 49 (1). - In pursuance of Clause 0 of tho Cotton Control 
Order 1940 , I hereby declaro that subject to the provisions of Paragraph 2 
below of this Permission the following contracts relating to the Indian cotton 
of the year 1949 - 50 or earlier seusons shall be excluded front the operation of 
olause 4 of the said order, nainely : 

(i) Ready Contracts . 
( ii ) Dolivery Contracts : thut is to say Forward Contracts for Kapas or 

Cotton ( full -pressed , half -pressed or loose ) of specific quolities 
or types and for specific delivery at a specified price , delivery 
orderg , railway receipts or bills of lading aguinst which Coutracts 

are not transferable to third parties . 
( iii ) Hedgo Contracts : that is to say Forward Contracts entered into by 

members of the East India Cotton Association Limited entitled 
to the 1180 of the Clearing House of the Agrociation where such 
Contracts are mado in accordance with tho rules and by -laws of 

the Association in the official markets of the Association . 
2 . (1) Nothing in this Permission shall apply in relation to any Contracı 
for the sale or purchase of any cotton of the description specified in Columns 1 
and 2 of the Schedule A or B as the cage may be, hereto annexed wherein 
the price stipulated is less than the floor price spooified in Column 8 of the 
relevant Schedule or more than the ceiling price specified in Column 4 of the 
same Schedulo , es upplicable to the subject matter of the Contrnct having 
regard to the place of delivery : 

Provided that where the cotton , the subject-matter of the Contract, is of 
a quality either inforior or superior to the basic quality referred to in Columns

the 12th September 1949 . 

3 . Nothing in this Permission shall apply in relation to any contract of sale 
by a Gotton textile mill except under and in nccordance with the terms of a 
special permission granted by the Textile Commissioner . 

(1 ) The prices specified in the Schedules are in Rupacs por candy of 
784 lbs . nett for delivery in full -pressed bales ex -seller s godown , Bombay, and 
include per cent, brokerage payable by the sellor to tho buyer and the usunl 
sample and stone allow ances . 

(2 ) The floor and ceiling prices shall be the floor and coiling prices specified 
in the Schedules reduced by the sum equivalent to the railway freight from 
the place of origin to Boinbay nnd Rs. 10 por candy and increased by the sum , 
if any , equivalent to the railway freight from the place of origin to the placa 
of delivery to the buyer and Rs . 10 per cundy .
